Chairman of the commission, 
A1 Morgan, said that the city is 
in “dire need of a softball fa¬ 
cility, and we intend to do 
something about it for this 
coming summer.”

And if 
other localities will look 
around throughout the build¬ 
ings, they might find where a 
lot of discardment would im¬ 
prove conditions greatly. As 
fire fighters, we lean toward 
fire prevention and therefore 
recommend “Cleaning-Up’ for 
fire safety. 

There are known shops that 
have rubbish in places that 
would hinder the fighting of a 
fire and would create much 
flame and smoke. Do we have 
to have a calamitous fire be¬ 
fore some of us wake up to 
the danger of unnecessary rub¬ 
bish and inflammables around 
the premises? 

Ladies and gentlemen. FIRE 
IS A TERRIBLE THING! We 
can’t afford to fool with it. A 
clean building will aid much 
in preventing the spread of 
fire if one should start. 

Think of the difficulty in 
extinguishing the flame of 
burning tires, old sacks, oily 
rags, most of which are cover¬ 
ed with immovable heavy .ma¬ 
terials. Such conditions do ex¬ 
ist and it may be necessary to 
use the law to remove them. 
Let’s hope that our support¬ 
ers will work with the fire de¬ 
partment and get started on 
the “CLEAN-UP.” 

Your fire department men 
are vitally interested in put¬ 
ting out fires, but much more 
interested in keeping fires 
from getting started. Preven¬ 
tion is safer, saner, a gainer, 
and less costly. COST alone 
should iiTterest most of our 
loyal citizenry. They object to 
lots of things that are benefi¬ 
cial. If they realized the great 
saving that FIRE PREVEN¬ 
TION gives to the community, 
they’d surely be for it. Let’s 
get together and make a 
"CLEAN-UP.”
